One bill, developed by a bipartisan work- 
ing group, is the latest version of a plan to 
pay for property-tax reduction by repealing 
several salcs-tax exemptions and extending 
the 5 percent tax to certain services. , 

The 38-page bill would raise $80 million 
in new sales taxes, and assumes that Ida- 
ho's growing economy will generate 
' enough re venue through existing taxes to

make up the difference. ' 

The other bill, sponsored by House 
Speaker Mik^SimpOTn7B0C5~evtm-furthcr.- 
It shifts the entire $127 million in school 
maintenance and operations (M&O) levies 
onto the existing sales tax, with no plans 
for taxing services or removing any exemp- 
tions. 

The bipartisan bill would take effect im- 
mediately; Simpson’s bill would spread the 
shift over the next two years. 


Both bills count on 
the Idaho economy’s 
continuing its strong 
growth, which trans- 
lates into more state 
tax revenues. But 
Simpson’s plan docs 
so to a much greater 
e xtent than the work-

Richard Smith called the plan "a temporary 
quick fix."

“The groundwater users will and 
should be working toward a mitiga- 
tion plan," Norman Young, a Water 
Resources administrator, said 
' Wednesday at a meeting in Rexburg 
attended by more than 100 Upper 
Valley irrigators. 

Young said he'did not know if 
“conjunctive management” rules 
proposed by Water Resources 
wou ld Satisfy all Magic Valley irri- 
gators, - blit tfiey arc a stcpTif the' 
right direction. 

The rules call for joint manage- 
ment of surface and groundwater in 
the eastern Snake River Plain, from 
Island Park Reservoir to King Hill. 
They also establish guidelines for 
compensating surface water users 
for the impacts of groundwater 
pumping:' 

The biggest obstacle to aquifer 
recharge is the availability of water. 
Only 15,000 ocre-feeLpf water is in 
the Upper Snake River water bank, 
20 times less than the amount 
sought by Smith’s coalition.

Environmentalists have accused 
Bhbbitt of backpcdaling from the 
rnqgc reform proposals he suggested 
last August when he called for even 
higher grazing fees and mpre central 
control from Washington of range- 
land management. 

Sen. Larry Craig, R-Idaho, said 
the plan may not wound western 
ranching as much as last year’s ver- 
sion may have. But he said many 
westerners fear it could still damage 
an important sector of western state 
economies, and he wants some of 
the promised public hearings held in 
Idaho. 

— ■“There’s some-good news-and. a 
little more bad news to tell about 
this new proposal,” Craig said. "The 
devil’s in the details, so Idahoans 
should have a chance to read and 
comment on it.’’ 

The final proposal announced 
Thursday colls for grazing fees to in- 
crease from the current $1.96 a 
month per animal unit to $2.75 the 
first year, $3.50 the second year, and 
$3.96 the third year. An animal unit 
consists of a cow and her calf or five 
sheep. 

Babbitt previously had suggested 
on increase to $4.28 a month.
